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INTRODUCTION 

The second part of this series deals with the subfamily Odontosto¬ 
minae. This subfamily is characterized by the presence of denticles and 
lamellae in the aperture, which, however, may secondarily be absent 
due to reduction. The sculpture of the protoconch is the same pattern 
as in the Bulimulinae. 

The Odontostominae are confined to South America. They occur 
east of the Andes and, with some exceptions, south of the Amazona. 
The southernmost limit is in the Buenos Aires Province, Argentine. 

Fossil records of Odontostominae are from Argentine, Uruguay and 
Florida (Miocene and Pleistocene; cf. Dali, 1890, and Parodiz, 1969). 
For a more detailed introduction I refer to Pilsbry (1901: 24 ff.).

NOTES 

Ulpia was described by Hylton Scott (1955) as a genus of the Odon- 
tostominae. According to Fernandez & Castellanos (1973) this genus 
and its type-species, Ulpia venusta Hylton Scott, 1955, belong to the 
Pupillidae. 

In the Testacea fluviatilia brasiliae the legend of the plates was 
written by Spix, while the text had been prepared by Wagner. The 
authorship of the newly described species has to be given to one of 
them, in which I follow Pilsbry (1901). 
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
